In ai dispatch by Sgt. Milton Lehman, correspondent 
for Yank, The Army Weekly, a local man is mentioned 
as being somewhere on the North African front. 
He 
is Lt. Robert Porter, formerly of Chandlers Valley, 
whose name is cropping up in the news with more or 
less regularity. 
The story as told by Sgt. Lehman describes the 
Yank correspondent’s efforts to locate the advanced 
units of the British Eighth Army when a junction was 
made between the armies of the United States and 
England. 
On the way Sgt. Lehman met Lt. Porter ani asked 
him if he had seen the British Eighth Army. The lieu­ 
tenant replied in the negative while a Sgt. Perry Maki, 
South Swansea, Mass., pointed toward Caf sa and Sgt. 
Lehman proceeded in that direction. 
Sgt. ivlaki inci­ 
dentally used to run the 100-yard dash for Boston 
College. 
Lehman s article ends humorously with the state­ 
ment that he was unable to locate the Eighth Army, 
and wonders how General Montgomery ever managed 
to find his way to Tunisia from the Middle East. 
The article appears in the May 21st issue of Yank, 
a War Department publication for members of the 
Armed Forces. 


OUR ENEMIES ARE REALISTS 
Two major reactions were apparent when President 
Roosevelt announced the Japanese murder of American 
flyers who were captured after the Doolittle raid on 
Tokyo. 
One. the fighting man’s, came out through 
gritted teeth: “Let us at ’em. We’ll fix those uunention- 
ables.” 
The other, civilian, punctuated by gasps of 
horror: “They can’t do that. 
It isn t civilized. 
Ifs 
against the laws of war.” 
Isn’t it about time for us to understand that our 
enemies have put the laws of war away in mothballs, 
and face the fact that our soldiers and sailors, our 
marines and flyers, our sailors and workers aren't play­ 
ing in a nice, gentlemanly game of tag football or one 
old cat? 


Our enemies are realists. 
They realize that before 
this war is over either they or we are going to be 
killed. 
They are acting on the principle that the only 
good enemy is a dead enemy. 


When they sink one of our ships, or down one of 
our planes, they are doing it to dispose of the fighting 
men aboard as well as to destroy the materiel involved. 
They have no intention of helping or even permitting 
fighters to get back home where, with new equipment, 
they can return to the job of killing Germans and Japs. 
That is why they machine gun life rafts and para­ 
chuting flyers. 
Their object being to kill our men by 
any means available, they set booby traps, they mine 
bridges, they bomb at random if selected targets are 
not available. 


If, at any moment, they believe that they have more 
to gain than to lose by using lethal gases or other 
poisons, they will not be deterred by any idea of sports­ 
manship or respect for the “laws of war.’’ 
It being their job to survive, by beating us, they 
are not concerned about our opinion when they rob 
captive civilian populations of food and force them to 
starve, or transplant conquered workers by the tens of 
thousands and force them to work under inhuman con­ 
ditions, or exterminate whole populations en masse. 
W e have been put on ample warning, not by words 
but by deeds, that practical considerations are the only 
“laws of war recognized by Nazis or Japanese. 
Thev 
will do anything, to win this war, which they do not 
have good reason to fear will boomerang against them. 


Horror, and citation of the Hague Convention, won t 
save the world from slavery to Hitler and Herohito. 
The lighting men have the only sound, effective re­ 
action: 
“Lets go. 
Well flay the skin off their flesh 
and the flesh off their bones.” 


NEW LAW REQUIRED 
Presumably the Axis will call soon for amendment 
to the laws of war so as to ban further exploits like 
that of American Lieut. Frank L. Dunn of San Antonio, 
Texas. 


Lieutenant Dunn was looking for aerial pictures when 
a flight of Axis planes came in to land at a field near 
Cagliari. Sardinia. The sly cuss circled with the enemy, 
flew low enough to get his shot of an Italian cruiser in 
the harbor, and was off before anti-aircraft gunners 
or Axis* flyers noticed the interloper in their midst

\ I WASHINGTON — Add a few 
» » statistics to the prognostica­ 
tions of some of our most conser­ 
vative political guessers here, and 
the conclusion is that no matter 
whether a Democrat or Republi­ 
can sits in the White House after

far as Congress is concerned. 
No President has ever had any­ 
thing but trouble when he had a 
Congress divided against itself.

I PRACTICALLY all unbiased po- 
i * litical observers here say posi- 
I lively that the House of Repre­ 
sentatives elected in 1944 will be 
Republican. T>ey know the swing 
I of the pendulum. They point to 
the 1942 elections that carried the 
Republicans within 14 seats of the 
Democratic m a j o r i t y ( w h i c h 
means that if the Republicans 
had won just eight more of the 
222 opposition seats, they would 
have been in the saddle). They 
argue even that if a Democratic 
President is elected 
- even if 
President Roosevelt is reelected— 
it will be impossible to change 
’Ills swing of the pendulum in the 
congressional district. 


Grant it Is a possibility and you 
will see what is ahead for the 
next 
President of the 
United 
States. Because only by a miracle 
could 
the 
Republicans capture 
control of the Senate in next 
year’s elections. 
In the present Senate, there are 
57 Democrats. 38 Republicans and 
one Progressive. To gain control, 
t;;e Republicans would have to 
unseat IO Democrats, without los­ 
ing one. 
Since there are 21 seats now 
Democratic and only l l now Re­ 
publican to be filled next year, 
that appears on the surface a 
pretty simple .matter. 
But wait. Thirteen of those 
Democratic Senators come from 
Solid South Democratic states or 
from states so overwhelmingly j 
Democratic, even on the basis of 
1942 elections, that there seems 
no possibility of the Republicans 
getting even a token vote. 
I have not included in this list 
New York, which, with its pres­ 
ent Republican Governor Dewey I 
and with 23 Democratic congress- I 
men against 19 Republicans, could i 
very conceivably go Republican 
in 1944. But tile probable candi­ 
date for reelection will be Sen. i 
R o b e r t F. W a g n e r , who has 
served for 18 years in the upper \ 
chamber. 
The same holds for Missouri, 
where Democratic Sen. Bennett 
Champ Clark, after 12 years of 
tenure probably will be up for re­ 
election. 
In Idaho, where D e m o c r a t i c 
Sen. D. Worth Clark may sci 
election, the sta*e sterns 
well divided.
